©xpression, so that those who worshipped them attributed to their gods, 
without any sense of incongruity, the most terrible of human vices: and 
passions,. But every advance from a lower to a higher stage has been 
marked oy an abandonment of certain anthropomorphic features as no 
longer fit for ascription:-to the Deity, Such developments are illustrated in 
the various stages of the story of Israel. The Israelites in iigypt were, 
for the most ptt, worshippers of idols. Hence the frequency with which 
Moses warn¥'them that God has no form whatever, whether of man or 
: beast, and forbids them, at peril’of God's jealousy, to “make any graven 
image, or the likeness of anything in the heaven above or in the earth 
beneath, or in the waters under the earth.” Hence the reminder to the 
_ people, at the second giving of the Law, that they “saw no similitude, only

Lut 
there is one’ passage in the book of Isaiah which rises to the very 
highest eminence of religious thought and is as free of anthropomorphism 
‘as any utterance can possibly be. The passage runs: “My thoughts are 
not your thoughts, neither aré my ways your ways, saith the Lord. But as 


the heavens are higher than the earth, so are-my ways higher than your 


ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts.” In no book, ancient or 
modern, is there to be found a more exalted conception of God than this. 
it is uttered from a height of spiritual view unsurpassed, and is as free as 
- boman language can ever go from. a debasing anthropomorphism. It is 
unqualified assertion that .God’s thoughts and ways are not the thoughts 
and ways of men. But even at this great height of devout 
contemplation, the thought and language are still anthropomorphic; the 
prophet cannot escape from earth and human figures of speech: He still 
conceives of God as having thoughts and ways; he attributes to Him both 
purpose and action; but he forbids us to make our thoughts and ways the 
measure or even the symbol of the thoughts and ways of God. Thus he 
prevents our thought about God degenerating into Atheism on the one 
hand, and superstition on the other. A reference to the context of these

SWAYTHLING'S POSITION. 


VOTE OF CENSURE REJECTED, 

A special meeting of the Board of the Federation of S yoagogues was held og 
Monday. Lord Swaythling, the President, presided. | 

Mr. V, SHAPIRO moved a vote of no confidence in the President. He said 
that it grieved him to have to move such a vote, and in so doing he wished 
Clearly to state that he was mot animated by any personal animosity. Principles 
were, however, of greater consequence than men, and he trusted that Lord 
Sw aythling would regard the vote in a Parliamentary light and not read any personal 
motive into it. When the Government made its recent Declaration with regard 
to Palestine, the entire Jewish people were filled with joy. Yet they of the 
Federation of Synagogues had been unable to thank His Majesty's Government 
becayse of Lord Swaythling. When a President found himself in opposition to the 
majority of those over whom he presided it was his duty to resi an, and he (Mr. 
Shapiro) thought that, had they not been East End Jews, and had their positions 
been other than they were, they would-not have been treated in the manner Lord 
Swaythling had seen fitto adopt. Even worse than their President's attitude to the 
Government Declaration in favour of Zionism was his attitude to, and connection 
with, the League of British Jews. This League excisded foreign Jews, and yet Lord 
Swaythling was its Vice-President. He (Mr.

sure was the root of all the trouble. There was no better Jew than: Lord Swayth- 
ling. He had ever been achampion of orthodoxy and had cesisted. ali reforms 
Real Zionism was in the heart of every Jew, and oot least im the heart of Lord 
Swaythling.

them to find a way out of the impasse, to seek a modas vivend:in the shape of 

a Sub-Committee composed of members holding ‘Spposing views, They’ must 
move with the existing current of democracy. 

Mr. J. M. Lrssacx said that the motion was the outcome of the work of 
those busybodies who wished to wreck the Federation. He urged them not to 
abandon the reality they had ia their President for a myth, and asked the mover 
to withdraw the resolution. 

Mr, Moses, J. P , said that at the time of. theic’ foundation they had 
had to contend with enemies. outside the camp. They had now to fight the 

enemies within the camp. The principle for which their Federation had been 
founded was that every institution had the right to govera itself, They must. 
accord the same privi'ege to their President. 

Mr. SHAP (RO said that the position of himself and those who supported him 
was that thev wanted the whole Lord Swaythling and not half of .him, while the 
other half was engaged against the interests of “foreign” Jews in this country. 

Lord Swaythling had insisted that his (Mr. Shapiro's) protest should take the 
form of a vote of no confidence. A President was a man who represented an 
ideal, and no President could act without considering the feelings of the majority — 
of those over whom he presided. He (Mr. Shapiro).desired nothing more thao 
peace without victory, 7.¢., that Lord Swaythling should reconsider his position. 

Logp SWAYTHLUNG said that he did not propose to discuss: the merits of 
Zionism or. to consider the difference between religious and political Zionism, 
which latter he absolutely opposed. His father had never allowed a discussion 
on Zionism to take place at meetings of the Federation. Such a discussion would 
have brought about schism and disunion, aad the Federation was established ta 
promote union. One of the speakers had objected to his signing the letter to the
